St. Albert's race against 
time on $4.5 million 
rec. complex 


The Town of St. Albert has 
been strongly urged to take a 
construction management 
route against lump sum 
tendering for its proposed 
$4.5 million recreation com- 
plex. 

By taking this route St. 
Albert would avoid having to 
go to tender in the spring 
when it would face competi- 
tion from many other con- 
tractors trying to take advan- 
tage of the spring break-up. 

Architect for the proposed 
multi-million dollar complex 
L. Osipov told council at its 
regular meeting August 25 
that it would avoid sharper 


prices when bidding for 
tenders was more active and 
it might also see at least the 
shell of the building up by 
Christmas. 

If' the construction mana- 
gement route is taken there 
is also the possibility that 
contractors would be able to 
put in simple spread footings 
at the site. This would save 
$300,000 on the total cost and 
eliminate driving in 50 foot 


piles. 
The saving of even the 
smallest amount on the 


project which has already 
been delayed because of the 
lateness of the grant pro- 


cessing by the provincial 
government is significant. 
All are aware of the tre- 
mendous cost which the 
facility represents. That cost 
does not take into account 
unforseen inflationary trends 
in the future. 

Mayor Dick Plain express- 
ed it this way. He told council 
that they were looking at an 
inflationary factor of one and 
a half per cent per month 
‘‘staring them in the eye”’ 
and added that ‘‘if we fumble 
anymore we may have to look 
at cutting the original de- 
sign.”’

Regional sewer system 
could work out well 


A regional sewage study 
by Stanley and Associates 
(Engineers) convinced St. 
Albert council Monday night 
to offer its present sewage 
facilities to ‘‘outsiders’’ on a 
utility basis and also to 
change its current sewage 
bylaw. 

After long discussion and 
thrashing out a complex 
series of motions council 
finally agreed to consider the 
facilities on a utility basis for 
outside users, with the 
proviso that a construction 


agreement be negotiated 
with Morinville so that that 
town could tie in with the St. 
Albert sewer line. 

The current St. Albert 
sewer bylaw will be changed 
to expedite the tie in with 
Morinville to the north. 

The main advantage to St. 
Albert if it operates the 
sewer system as a utility will 
be others can accept the town 
owns the system and there 
will be little or no danger that 
someone else will try to run 
it. 


St. Albert could recover 
the capital cost of the 
investment in 25 years and 
Stanley and Associates have 
recommended that the town 
charge a rate of $1.45 per 
1000 gallons of waste to get 
the ball rolling. 

Morinville could expect to 
kick in $1.26 million to help 
St. Albert with the first stage 
of the regional sewer sys- 
tem’s development. 

Morinville’s contribution 
over five stages of devel-

Trustee Dr. W. Cuts made no 
attempt to disguise his 
attitude toward people who 
commit crimes of this nature 
and he felt strongly that a 
hard line should be taken 
toward the perpetrators sh- 
ould they be apprehended. 

Trustee Shirley McCaffery 
wondered whether the dis- 
trict should initiate a reward 
for information leading to the 
apprehension of the vandals. 

Trustee Don Munro felt 
that several areas could be 
explored in combating van- 
dalism including a reward 
system. The other ideas he 
mentioned were 24 hour 
security guards, or an alarm 
system wired to RCMP 
offices or the principal's 
home. He said that the 
RCMP have been very succ- 
essful in apprehending off- 
enders in cases of major 
break-ins. Mr. Munro added 
that the district had always 
followed a policy of charging 
offenders when caught in the 
past.

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Public meeting aires pros & cons of industrial park 


“We can’t afford to turn it 
down.”’ 

That was the comment of 
one St. Albert resident at a 
public meeting August 20 in 
the Club Mocombo on St. 
Albert’s proposed east in- 
dustrial park. 

The park is only at the 
outline planning stage at the 
moment and it will probably 
be another five years before 
the town sees any of the tax 
benefits that the develop- 
ment might bring. 

About 75 people attended 
the meeting to give their 
input to the town of St. 
Albert, represented by May- 
or Dick Plain and town 


planner Wayne Gordon. 

A resident pointed out that 
the mill rate in St. Albert has 
gone up by leaps and bounds 
recently, 39.2 in 1974 and 
this year 52.69. At this rate 
of increase he would not be 
able to stay in the town and 
did not see how residents 
could turn it down. 

There was a lot of negative 
comment at the meeting 
considering that it was 
clearly pointed the park was 
only for light industrial use 
and there was also the possi- 
bility of its joint development 
by the MD of Sturgeon. 

The MD has had its eyes 
on the 685 acres of the park

homes and neighbourhood.

I 
support accurate unbiased 
reporting but question ama- 
teur attempts such as we 
witnessed in this instance.

Breadner did not make a bald 
statement ‘‘this cuts no ice 
with me.’’ He was referring 
to multiple as opposed to 
single family residential zon- 
ing (‘‘multiple use cuts no ice 
with me at all.’’). The story 
also makes it clear that the 
residents of Belmont Drive 
were trying to protect their 
neighbourhood and does not 
ridicule them for that. 
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for some time but Mayor 
Dick Plain pointed out that 
the ‘‘town is only clear on 
165 acres,’’ and would only 
develop another 175 acres 
after that. 

Some residents were wor- 
ried that there would not be 
enough buffering against 
increased noise levels, they 
expressed concern over hea- 
vier traffic along Hebert 
Road which is actually only 
designated for employee 
access and trucks or heavier 
vehicles could have tempor- 
ary access along 142nd 
Street. Mayor Dick Plain 
explained that in the normal 
course, decibel levels along 
Hebert would rise anyway 
and the road had been 
designed for widening to four 
lane highway at the outset. 

But the main point to 
emerge was that if St. Albert 
is to survive as a self- 
sufficient unit it must be able 
to look after itself. 

From the floor came the 
opinion that ‘‘the town which 
looks after itself has less 
chance of being swallowed 
up,’’ though no one was 
advocating the amount of 
development which was the 
case at Fort Saskatchewan. 

Mayor Dick Plain empha-

sized that he was committed 
to preserving the quality of 
residential life in St. Albert, 
one of the main attractions 
the town offered. The town 
had a strong identity but he 
wanted the park to give it 
some economic relief. 

Of St. Albert’s existing 
total assessment only 0.61 
can be traced to industrial 
development and the indus- 
trial park would change all 
thise. 

One resident doubted that 
the park would bring as 
much assessment as was 
claimed saying that $2 
million was a high figure. 
According to his calculations 
$600,000 was a more realistic 
figure. Mayor Plain begged 
to differ with this viewpoint 
and referred the resident to a 
report in the town’s public 
library which gave the run 
down on all the figures. 

One reason for the site of 
the proposed east industrial 
park which is set back from 
Hebert Road in a large tri- 
angle split by NAR trackage 
partly in a restricted devel- 
opment area, is that the 
‘ring road gave it a good 

configuration.”’ 

One resident thought that 
before any further work was 


done on the park council 
should wait until the pro- 
vincial government had seen 
to the finalization of the 
ring-road and the northwest 
freeway thus taking the 
pressure off other trunk 
roads in the town of St. 
Albert. 

There was one rather hot 
incident in the middle of the 
meeting when a resident 
noticed that the meeting was 
not being taped and that 
note-taking seemed sketchy. 
What was the point of having 
public input if half of it was 
being lost was the question. 
There were complaints that 
the town of St. Albert had 
been failing in its respon- 
sibility to the public to get all 
the input recorded in similar 
meetings over the past few 
months. 

Mayor Plain defended the 
town’s position saying that it 
had been agreed that only 
the highlights of the meeting 
were necessary and he 
agreed with another point 
expressed by one resident 
that tapes inhibited many 
individuals from getting up 
and making a presentation. 

To others who expressed a 
certain amount of surprise to 
the proposed development 
he said that the zone had

‘‘Terrible.’’ ‘‘A disgrace.”’ 
These are words some of the 
businessmen on Riel Drive 
used to describe their road. 

Mr. Lawrence Martel of 
St. Albert Cabs said that 
although the town oiled the 
road about a month ago, it is 
still in poor condition. Mr. 
Martel, who feels that the 
road should be paved, added 
that he parks his cars on the 
lot overnight and often finds 
that he has to wash them 
again next morning. 

Fred Bendle, who will soon 
be opening a plate glass and 
mirror business on Riel 
Drive, said his trucks would 
have to travel about 10 miles 
an hour over the rough sur- 
face. He would like to see the 
road graded and tarred. 

Mr. Frank Scott of Scott 
Rentals said he would like to 
apologize to all his customers 
for the condition of the road. 

‘*People have to wash their 
car after driving here,’’ he 

said. 

He would like to see the 
mayor tell the businessmen 
how soon the road will be 
improved. Mr. Scott sees the 
condition of the road as a 
detriment to his business. 

Mr. Winters of Datso 
Construction Ltd., would like 
to see the road paved. 
‘There is heavy traffic on the 
road,’’ he said, ‘‘and it 
should be paved so the road 
can be better maintained. 

George Weller of Weller 
Electric said the road could 
be looked after better than it 


is, even if it was just graded. 


Wayne Law of B & L 
Plumbing, Heating and Parts 
Department wants the road 
paved. He wants the ditches 
improved too. He sees the 
ditches as a ‘‘mosquito 
haven.”’ 

Roger Lemieux of LBH 
Home Improvements Cen- 
tres Ltd., said, ‘‘I feel that 
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there’s enough light industry 
on Riel Drive, property tax 
wise, to have the town 
approach us especially now 
the new maintenance build- 
ing for the town is built.’’ 
(St. Albert public works yard 
is located on Riel Drive). 

Mr. Lemieux said that he 
doesn’t mind paying extra 
taxes for paving. He felt that 
customer’s vehicles were 
getting wrecked on it. He 
added that the roads have 
been looked after a lot better 
since the maintenance de- 
partment of the town has 
moved in. 

Mr. Lemieux would also 
like to see flashing lights 
installed at the corner of 
Winston Churchill Boulevard 
and Riel Drive to prevent 
accidents. 

Donald LaCroix of, Pro- 
Western Plastics agreed that 
the intersection was a very 
dangerous one. He said that 
one had to go uphill across a 
railroad track and then en- 
counter a blind spot to the 
right when turning onto 
Churchill. 

Mr. LaCroix would like to 
see the roadway paved. He 
felt that if the town had any 
plans for the area as a light 
industrial zone, proper acc- 
ess should be provided. 

He also felt that another 
exit should be provided if the 
town doesn’t want industrial 
traffic on Churchill and 
Grandin Road. 

He would also like to see 
the area properly ditched for 
drainage. According to Mr. 
LaCroix the water in the area 
was just not getting away. 

Wayne Lissack of Westcon 
said that when the road was 
dry, it was dusty and rough 
and when it was wet, it was 
muddy, He felt that there 
was enough business on the 
road to justify a good quality 

paving job for the heavy 


traffic using it. 

Jeff Rohmkopf of St. 
Albert Auto Haus said the 
road should be paved. He felt 
that the town should pay the 
most because they used the 
road the most.

The Town of St. Albert has 
come out in favour of an 
integrated bus system be- 
tween itself and the two town 
school boards. 

Council came to the 
decision at its regular meet- 
ing Monday night after 
discussing the proposal for 
the integrated system using 
town and school buses with 
St. Albert resident John 
Bakker. 

However council added the 
proviso that there must be a 
financial and technical br- 
eakdown of an integrated 
busing system before any 
further considerations. 

Mayor Dick Plain thought 
the idea was a good one and

said that if council were in 
favour of it then they could 
sit down with the school 
boards and get the costs from 
them by January. 
Representatives of the 


town school boards at the 
meeting said they were 
interested in looking at the 
proposal and would negotiate 
the contract with the town at 
reasonable rates. The boards 


felt that there would be 
definite economies made if 
the system were integrated. 

Under an integrated sys- 
tem Mr. Bakker thought that 
there would be an improve-

mits and two permits for the 
construction of pools. Total 
value of the permits came to 
almost 1.1 million dollars. 

The monthly report from 
town hall for July also shows 
the fire department receiving 
nine calls from St. Albert. 
The MD of Sturgeon did not 
even place one call and to 
date this year they have only 
phoned nine times. 

Police were called tu 31 
accidents. They laid 61 traffic 
act charges, but no parking 
violation charges were laid. 
There were three charges 
laid under the Narcotic 
Control Act and 15 under the 
Liquor Control Act. There 
were two cases of willful 
damage, four of breaking 
and entering, five of theft, 
three of theft of motor 
vehicles, seven of impaired 
driving and one person was 
injured. 

The animal control de- 


| partment issued 71 licenses 


and took in $540. Three cats 
and 10 dogs were picked up. 
Five animals were returned 
to their owners and five were 
destroyed. The department 
travelled a total of 674 miles. 

A total of $430 in June and 
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$213 in July was paid out to 
people on social assistance 
bythe Social Services De- 
partment. Twelve families 
and single adults lacked the 
required one year residence 
in the town to make them 
eligible for financial assis- 
tance through the depart- 
ment. The department mo- 
ved from the fire hall to the 
civic centre last month. 

The social services de- 
partment has also found that 
there are about 97 mentally 
handicapped or physically 
disabled people in St. Albert. 
They have planned follow-up 
action to survey these 
people’s needs and their 
situation in more detail.

Mr. Bakker also agreed 
that St. Albert would be as 
well off if it owned six to 
eight buses and subcon- 
tracted the rest. Buses could 
be serviced at local garages 
and they could act as feeders 


within the town’s present 
system. 

As far as the manning of 
the buses under an inte- 
grated system - that could be 
part or full time - Mayor Dick 
Plain thought that clearer 
delineation was needed on 
this point. 

The point of Mr. Bakker’s 
presentation was that by 
using school buses on a 
staggered system the town 
would not have to put itself 
into the red by purchasing 
more transit buses. Ten are 
already needed to service 
St. Albert to the City of 
Edmonton.

Akinsdale (busing provided for pupils % mile or more from the school) Grades 1 to 6 
Greenfield Estates (busing provided): Grades 3 to 6 only (Grade 1 and 2 pupils will 
attend Robert Rundle School). 
Grandview Ridge and Grandin Village (busing provided): Grades 3 to 5 only (Grade 
1 and 2 pupils will attend Robert Rundle School, Grade 6 pupils will attend Sir 
George Simpson). N.B. The effect of the above is that all pupils from Grandin who 


are presently attending Mackenzie School will continue to attend this school in the 
next grade. 


LEO NICKERSON ELEMENTARY SCHOOL will serve all elementary pupils living in 
the following areas: 


(1) The Sturgeon Heighs Subdivision 

(2) The part of Forest Lawn south of Forest Drive, including both sides of Forest Drive, 
except for Finch Crescent which is assigned to Sir Alexander Mackenzie Elementary 
School; this is the area that lies between Forest Drive and Hebert Road.

Piecemeal planning fiscal 
foe, says Mayor 


‘‘Piecemeal planning des- 
troys the integrity of our 
fiscal process.’’ 

Those were some of the 
blunt words that Mayor Dick 
Plain employed Monday ni- 
ght at the regular meeting of 
the Town of St. Albert as 
council put the brakes on the 
location of the historical 
North West Mounted Police 
Building at the (Sturgeon) 
Bridge Park site. 

The decision will come as a 
blow to the Chamber of 
Commerce, the St. Albert 
Historical Society and others 
who had come up with 
$11,000 to get the project 
going. The historic building 
would have been placed in a 
proposed park area on the 
Sturgeon River next to 
Highway Two and it would 
have been used as a tourism 
information office and also as 
a base for the St. Albert 
Chamber of Commerce. 

But it wasn’t so much the 
piecemeal planning which 
rankled council. The devel- 
opment could still go ahead 
but the costs have escalated 
to nearly seven times the 
original estimate - $75,000. 

Mayor Plain thought that it 
was a case of ‘‘having the 
foot in the door’’ and that 
more commitment was need- 
ed from the various organi- 
zations before ‘the matter 
went before the town budget 
committee. 

The development could go 
on at least five other sites 
including the Sturgeon Sho- 
pping Plaza. Placing it on 
another site would also cut 
down on paving, access and 
utilities costs, as well as 
landscaping, fill, and placing 
it above the flood level.

Swimmers at Grosvenor 
Park Pool are in safe hands. 

Unbeknownst to all but a 
few, an accident simulation 
of a spinal cord injury was 
carried out here Thursday 
afternoon. Both lifeguards 
and swimmers passed the 
test with flying colours. 

At 2 p.m., the pool was 
quickly cleared and the life- 
guards came to the assis- 
tance of the ‘‘stricken’’ man. 
The public was then met in 
the locker rooms and the 
situation explained to them. 

Pool supervisor Keith 
Walker said the ‘‘rescue’’ 
operation was a real success. 
His only complaint was that 
the noise of the children in 
the locker rooms made it 
difficult to communicate with 
the dispatcher. 

“It is important to not just 
talk about lifesaving but to 
practice it. We've not only 


learned something about our 
lifeguards, but we also 
learned something about our 
swimmers,’ he said. 

The spinal injuries in the 
pool are very serious. If you 
move the person just a bit 
you might sever the spinal 
cord,’’ said Mr. Walker. He 
praised his guards for taking 
time to make sure the person 
was secure on the board 
before moving him. 

He also wished to thank 
the fire department for 
participating in the exercise. 

Although ordinary pool 
checks are carried out about 
once an hour, this is the first 
time this year that an 
accident simulation has been 
carried out. 

Mr. Walker said that life- 
guards have been well 
trained to cope with situa- 
tions like this. All the life-

Foreign market likely for Legal alfalfa 


The recently opened al- 
falfa dehydrating (dehy) pl- 
ant at Legal expects to be 
producing between 10,000 
and 12,000 tons of alfalfa 
pellets next year. 

According to the general 
manager, Maurice Daoust, 
the plant, known as Legal 
Alfalfa Products, already has 
a domestic market in Alberta 
and British Columbia and 
there is a good possibility 
that half of next year’s 
production will find a market 
in foreign countries. 

Locally, alfalfa pellets ha- 
ve proved popular with 
dairymen who require a high 
protein, high quality feed for 
their milking cows. Hogmen 


are using them in their 
finishing and brood sow ra- 
tions. Cow-calf operators and 
beef feedlot operators also 
speak very highly of this 
convenient high quality feed. 

The reason that the quality 
of dehy alfalfa pellets is so 
high is that the forage is 


processed while still green. 
This means that the nutrients 
are preserved and the 
antioxident agent which is in 
antioxident agent which is 
incorporated into the pellets 
prevents oxydization of the 
vitamins. Unlike hay which is 
usually first cut in late July, 


the alfalfa used in dehy 
pellets is cut in June. The 
dehy industry has found that 
cutting alfalfa early gives a 
higher protein level and a 
high quality product. The 
second cut, which is of an 
even higher quality, begins 
very early in July.

of the equipment supplied by 
Dravo Corporation will be 
manufactured in Canada or 
supplied by Canadian sour- 
ces. 

The extraction plant will 
handle about 600 metric 
tons of rapeseed per day and 
will market rapeseed oil and 
rapeseed meal in export and 
domestic markets. The plant 
will provide an outlet for 
some nine million bushels of 
rapeseed annually. 

A spokesman for the 
Alberta Wheat Pool said that 
the extraction plant is expec- 
ted to be completed in time 
to handle a portion of the 
1976 rapeseed crop. 


‘The outstanding advan- 
tages of dehy alfalfa pell- 
ets,’’ says Mr. Daoust, ‘“‘is 
their high quality and their 
convenience. They have a 
constant protein content and 
they lend themselves to 
mechanized handling. Also, 
they are more easily stored 
than hay.”’ 

Like all other commodities 
the price of alfalfa pellets is 
rising. During the last two 
months the price of dehy 
pellets containing 17 per cent 
protein has risen from an 
average of $60 to $65 to $85 
and $90 a ton. Mr. Daoust 
predicts that by January a 
ton of high quality: alfalfa 


pellets will cost $100. How- 
ever, they are still a good buy 
when one considers that a 
few years ago pellets cost as 
much as wheat, whereas 
today they cost about the 
same as oats. 

One of an increasing 
number of dehydrating pl- 
ants in Alberta, the Legal 
plant is SO per cent owned by 
shareholders which are made 
up of farmers and business- 
men in the Legal area. The 
total investment in the plant 
and its facilities is $1.2 
million. A loan of about $1 
million dollars is guaranteed 
by the Agricultural Develop- 
ment Corporation in Cam- 
rose.

During the last session of 
Parliament which ended on 
July 30, Opposition Mem- 
bers of Parliament used 
every available day to study 
the Estimates of various 
federal government depart- 
ments. One of those days 
was devoted to the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. 

The problem in the De- 
partment of National De- 
fence is not that it is over- 
spending as are so many 
other government depart- 
ments. The problem is that 
the Department of National 
Defence is not being given 
the attention and the priority 
it deserves from the federal 
government, either finan- 
cially or in any other way, 
and our Armed Forces are 
suffering because of it, both 
in terms of morale and of 
strength in the world com- 
munity. One of the reasons 
for this may be that there has 
been a high turn-over of 
National Ministers in recent 
years - the Department has 
had four ministers in four 
years, three of them having 
served since February 1972. 
None of them have really 
stayed in office long enough 
to truly grasp the problems 
and make some of the big 
decisions. 

Spending is a major 
problem. The 1971 White 
Paper ‘‘Defence in the 70’9’ 
said the four major roles our 
Armed Forces must fulfill are 
1) to defend Canadian sover- 
eignty and independence, 2) 
to participate with the United 
States in the defence of 
North America, 3) to join 
with our NATO partners in 
collective security, 4) to work

towards the achievement of 
international stability by 
participating in peacekeep- 
ing duties. 

This is the mandate the 
Armed Forces are attempt- 
ing to carry out while 
confined to a budget that has 
not even kept pace with the 
increases in our cost of 
living. For example, the De- 
partment of National De- 
fence budget was lower this 
year, in dollar terms, than it 
was in 1961-62. Defence 
spending, in 1961-62, am- 
ounted to 26% of all federal 
government expenditures. 
Today, it accounts for only 
9.4%. Between 1966 and 
1973 defence spending Esti- 
mates increased 23.3% - 
among the lowest of any 
federal government depart- 
ment. By comparison, Trea- 
sury Board’s spending Esti- 
mates increased 254% dur- 
ing the same period of time. 

Manpower is also a pro- 
blem. The Armed Forces is 
top-heavy with commission- 
ed and non-commissioned 
officers. Also, there are too 
many civilians in the Armed 
Forces. The 1974-75 Esti- 
mates planned military str- 
ength was down to 78,185, or 
4,000 less than expected. In 
contrast, civilian personnel 
by September 1974 had in- 
creased 2,000 over the 
expected number as outlined 
in the same Estimates. 

Other figures show that 
there is one officer for every 
S.2 other ranks and one 
senior non-commissioned of- 
ficer for every 2.93 privates 
and corporals. The result is 
that career advancement is 
limited. We have too many 
officers. 

Obsolete equipment pre- 
sents a problem. There are 
149 tanks in Canada, but only 
29 of these are operational 
for training purposes. There 
are 71 tanks in Europe, but 
only 32 of these are opera- 
tional. However, rather than 
purchasing a series of new 
tanks or making a decision to 
sctap Canada’s tank role 
altogether, the Defence Mi- 
nister has made plans to 
refurbish the ones on hand. 
The result will be that 
Canada will continue to use 
obsolete tanks and therefore, 
to waste money. 

We have a number of 
destroyers, but destroyers 
are inefficient for fishery 
control and Arctic use - two

main Department of National 
Defence priorities. Why not 
begin to build vessels more 
suitable for these tasks, 
especially in light of the fact 
that it costs approximately 
$4,000 a day to operate just 
one destroyer? Rather ex- 
pensive, is it not, for fishery 
control and/or Arctic use? 
One of the largest pro- 
blems facing the country 
now, in terms of defence, is

Frost damage 
to Alberta crops 


Nobody can actually say 
how much damage has been 
done to Alberta crops by the 
mid-August frost, but Alber- 
ta Agriculture’s forage crops 
specialist Larry Gareau, be- 
lieves that an overall loss in 
value of around 10 per cent is 
a reasonably fair estimate. 

He says his department 
has received reports of spotty 
frost damage all the way 
from Calgary in the south to 
High Level in the north. This 
is a very unusual situation.

The average date for the first 
frost in central Alberta is 
around September 1 and can 
be as late as the beginning of 
October. 

Although the recent frost 
may not have lowered crop 
yields by any appreciable 
amount, it will even delay the 
maturing process of crops 
that were not frozen, thereby 
reducing their quality. 
‘*Gardencrops,’’ says Mr. 
Gareau, ‘‘are probably the 
ones that have been the most 
severely damaged.’’
